of improvement to flelds which a few 
weeks ago looked as if in very bad 
shape. It is in the pature of things 
that a sufficiency of moisture and a 
higher temperature would cause unin- 
jured fields to appear in a flourishing 
condition, and would give poor fields 
a much improved appearance, but the 
very best of crop weather cannot make 
@ partially damaged field into a bum- 
per crop, and far leas can it raise any 
wheat crop on the aix and a half mil- 
lon acres abandoned, being plowed 
up, or having other crops, such as oats 
disked in without being freshly plow- 
ed.

Whe train was freely exposed to 
the public, and those who tcok the 
trouble to saunter down the long aisles 
of this compact and compendious col- 
lection of things made in Canada, 
from the locomotive at the head to 
the bottle of Fiurida water and the 
Pianos and the kodaks and the cash 
registers, and a hundred other sorts 
and conditions of things used 1n civil- 
iation, were much impressed with the 
novelty and the variety of the show. 

It was almost the Canadian na 
tional exhibition in miniature. One 
coach was fitted up as a home; kitchen 
to parlor, everything complete.
